It seems to me that the present 
condition of the Nation’s financial, 
commercial and industrial affairs 
is more satisfactory, and that en- 
terprises generally are upon a more 
conservative, and hence upon a 
sounder basis than in many a year, 
and if what is called the specyla- 
tive fever can be kept down, I feel 
sure that a!l legitimate business 
ventures will prosper, and further, 
that nothing like a disastrous finan- 
cial panic can overtake our busi- 
ness affairs, so well rooted are they, 
until the people leave legitimate 
ventures for rash speculation.”’ 


According to a special dispitch 
from Washington, an.officer of the 
House of Representatives asked the 
President the other day if there was 
any probability of an extra session 
of Congress. He said that he was 
going to Europe and would like to 
stay there until November. If, 
however, there was to be an extra 
session of Congress he wanted to 
return to this country a couple of 
weeks before it began.

A Destructive Cyclene. 
St. Louis, April 23. 

Special dispatches show that fearful 
cyclones, toruadoes and hailstorms 
swept over a considerable part of west 
ern and southwestern Missouri, south- 
vastern Kansas and northera Arkansas 
Thursday evening last, causing great 
less of life and destruction of property. 
In Bates and Vernoam counties, Mis- 
souri, the destruction was very great, 
and westand south of Rich Hill the 
storm raged with terrific violence. 


Its track is strewn for miles with all 
kinds of debris, including crushed 
and splintered dwelling and out- 
houses, dead animals, poultry, bed- 
clothing, wearing apparel and all 
kinds of farm property. It is esti- 
mated that the loss of property is 
tage of $100,000. Six people were 
killed in the neighborh of the 
towns of Sprague and Hume, anda 
number seriously and some fatally 
injured. Humble Station, on the Pa- 
cifle road, was destroyed, only one 
house being left standing. At Miller’s 
farm, three miles west of Sprague, bis 
splendid residence, barns and out- 
houses were destroyed, and his cattle 
and other stock were killed. Mr. Miller 
and his wife and baby were blown 
into a well and drowned. In the lower

Jaiisco, the leader of the amendment 
forces, closed the debate. na call of 
the roll, 124 Deputies voted for the 
amendment and only 10 went tothe 
side against it The proposition al- 
lows one re-election of a President, 
that is, twe sucessive terms. The 
amendment now goes to the Senate 
where it will probably be passed with- 
out debate, and its ratification by the 
State Legislatures is said to be 
assured. On the announcement of 
the vote. the spectators who crowded 
the galleries, shouted and howled and 
stamped the floors, while the Deputies 
below congratulated each other ina 
more extravagant manner. The most 
of Diaz’s Cabinet were present and 
manifested much satisfaction. By the

NATIONAL INPLAN SCHOOL. 
Will the Government Educate 
Nevada indians? 

Last December U. 8. Indian 
School Commissioner John D. C, 
Adkins, through O. 8. Young, then 
Superintendent of Public Iustruc- 
tion, gave our people to understand 
that should they erect buildings on 
suitable grounds and turo over the 
property for school purposes to the 
Government, the interior Depart- 
ment would maintain the school 
thereafter. Until a few days ago 
Mr. Youag, now Nevada’s Land 
Agent in Washingtou, bad encou:- 
agement that tne Department 
would materially aid the project. 
He bas had frequent intercourses 
on this subject with Com .wissiouer 
Adkins aud ether officials in the 
Department since reaching Wasb- 
ington. The Commissiouer vow 
promises to make a special recom- 
mendation to Vougress that an ap- 
propriatiou be made for this pur- 
pose, and thinks this can be ob- 
tained without serious opposition at 
the next session. The following 
official letter to the Indian school 
Commission will show tbe preseut 
attitude of the Offive of Indian Af- 
fairs towaras the establisument of 
the proposed schoo!: 

DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR, 

OFFICE OF INDIAN Areas | 
W asHIN@TON, Apri! 9. 

H. Yerington, Jewett W. Adams, S. 
L. Lee, Indian School Commission, 
Carson City, Nevada—Gentiemen :—lI 
am in receipt of your commubpication 
of the 3lst of January last, inclosing 
copy of the recent enactment of the 
Nevada Legislature providing for the 
establishment of an lodian school in 
that State. 

I am gratified to see that Nevada 
manifests such an interest in the edu- 
cation of her Indians. The generous 
offer of a farm of 160 acres and $10,000 
for building purposes merits prompt 
acceptance by the Government. But 
I regret to say that the last session of 
Congress, instead of increasing, 
slightly reduced appropriations fur 
Indian education, so that it will be 
with difficulty that school work now 
in progress can be properly continued 
during the coming fiscal year. 

Therefore, | would not be justified 
in saying at this time that sO s9en as 
your buildings are com pleted the Office 
will furnish and open a scbool therein. 
But I can say, and will do sv, that if 
you desire to put up the build og and 
to transfer the same, with the land, to 
the Indian Office, the Office will accept 
itand willopen a school tberein for 
Indians of Nevada whenever a Gov- 
ernment appropriation therefor shall 
bave been obtained. 

Meantime, if you desire it, the Office 
will send a special agent to examine 
the location offered and to repert upon 
its fitness for the purpose intended; 
also, the Office can send you copies of 
plans which have been adopted for its 
school buildings, trom which you will 
be able to gain an idea of the 
the kind of buildings needed, and 
what will be the capacity of a build- 
ing which $10,000 would erect. 

I hope it may be possible to secure 
from the next session of Congress an 
appropriation forthe support of this 
pro school, and if it is made “im- 
mediately available’ it may be pos- 
sible to start the scbool within the 
nextfiscal year. Yours respectfully,
